It is not safe and OSHA could come in and give some 
serious fines. The figure requested did not come from appraisals but what the 
Selectman considered an educated estimate and is a cap which the Selectmen 
set. Mrs Grenier said that it could be less, but it will not be more. 


Don Arsenault asked to suggest that we not approve this this year. The plans are 
not firm, the price is not firm. Everything is subjective. There are too many “ifs”. 
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Bili Rodeschin was requested to speak as chairman of a committee investigating 
the replacement of the Garage. He reiterated Mary's concern that something 
needed to be done. He said that this figure and the specs were arrived at after 
many hours of research, talking to contractors, etc. in the last 6 months. He 
wished they were farther along before coming to Town Meeting but it had not been 
possible. The building will be 60° x 80’, will enclose most of the Town equipment 
and will be a turn key facility at the end of the summer - in other words it will be 
fully equipped and ready for use. 


There was a cease debate called by Shaun Best and the discussion was 
terminated. 


Article passed yes = 104 no = 39 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$6,100.00 for the purchase of a computer and software for the Town Clerk's office 
to expedite and facilitate the issuance of all activities related to the office of the 
clerk. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


Motion made by: Jonathan English Seconded by: Earle Chandler 


Barbara Weir, Town Clerk, spoke on how this system would help the Town Clerk , 
and speed up the registration process. In conjunction with this the Town would 
issue plates and the money received would help pay for the investment. 


Motion passed unanimously. 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$250.00 to be added to the Emergency Management Communications Equipment 
Capital Reserve Fund as previously established. The Selectmen recommend this 
appropriation. (CIP article)

Motion passed unanimously. 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund 
under the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of Town Hall Renovations and to 
appropriate the sum of $9,850.00 from surplus monies left in the budget 
December 31, 1994 to be placed in this fund. The Selectmen recommend this 
article. (Majority vote required) (CIP article)

Motion passed unanimously. 
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ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$4,000.00 to install toilet facilities in the present Town Office building. The 
Selectmen recommend this appropriation. (CIP article)

Phyllis Clark, Tax Collector, was recognized with the plea "Please!" This brought 
the house down. 

The Selectmen interjected that this would not be running water or a septic system 
but a room and a chemical toilet. 

Motion passed with one opposing vote. 


ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$4,000.00 to be added to the Transfer Station Capital Reserve Fund previously 
established. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. (CIP article)

Motion passed unanimously. 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$4,000.00 to be added to the Landfill Closure Capital Reserve Fund previously 
established.

Phil Tirrell, the Fire Chief, told us that this sum was not meant to be pay but 
simply a repayment for things like gas which come out of the firemen's pockets. 


Daniel English spoke and said that we have a lot to be grateful for for this 
volunteer fire department and this is a small token of our appreciation. 


Motion passed a'mast unanimously. 
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ARTICLE 17: To see if the Town will vote to establish the Lempster Fire 
Department, Inc., as the Town's municipal fire department, to approve the election 
of its officers by the department membership, and to authorize the appointment of 
its members by the department membership, to approve the current financial 
arrangement and allow the department to utilize, house and maintain all municipal 
fire equipment.

Phil Tirrell, Fire Chief, clarified the article by saying that this article was put in the 
warrant and worded this way because of a new law, House Bill #24, which would 
take effect in January of 1996. In order to continue as we have we have to vote on 
this article.. 

Motion passed unanimously 

ARTICLE 19: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$699.00 to assist the Southwestern Community Services. The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation. 

Motion made by: John Brown Seconded by: Beth Clark 

Motion passed with some opposition. 


ARTICLE 20: To see if the Town will vote to accept for the cemetery trust fund the 
sum of $500.00 to be known as the Olga Golonka Trust Fund.

ARTICLE 21: To see if the Town will vote to accept for the cemetery trust fund the 
sum of $500.00 to be known as the Cragin Trust Fund.

He wished to thank verbally Mr Rauscher for all the work he did and continues 
to do to set up the Real Estate taxes on the Town computer. He has donated his 
time and is saving the Town thousands of dollars. 


Joe Zehnbauer asked what has been done to get out of the waste district as was 
requested at last year's Town meeting. 


Norton Best responded that the Selectmen had contacted a reputable law firm for 


advise. The law firm saw that there were legitimate arguements but the the costs 
to the Town would be more than we could bear and advised that we not try to do 
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anything. Mr Best says that they are still ready to do anything they can if anyone 
can be of help with ideas. Shaun Best reiterated this request.

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1995 PLANNING BOARD & CAPITAL 
IMPROVEMENTS PROGRAM REPORT 


There were only two subdivisions approved by the Board in 1995. 
The first, a two-lot division of the Harold and Beverly Whiting 
property on Route 10 was completed in July. In November the Board 
approved another two-lot subdivision, this one of the George and 
Ruth Faulkner property on School Road. 


Also in November the Board updated the Subdivision Regulations to 
include the provisions of Senate Bill 66, effective July 1995. 
Brietly this requires the notification, by registered mail, of 
every "engineer, architect, land surveyor, soil scientist whose 
professional seal appears on any plat submitted to the board" when 
notifying abutters, owners, etc. of official proceedings of the 
Board as required by New Hampshire Statutes, RSA 676:4. 


In August the Board began their annual review of the Capital 
Improvements Program, preparing for Town Meeting in March 1996. 
The Police Department would like to have a five-year replacement 
policy for their cruiser, and the CIP program has been figured to 
plan for that. Also they would like to purchase new radios for the 
next cruiser, proposed for 1999, which the program also includes. 
The Trustees of the Cemeteries also are looking for a place to 
expand the cemetery facilities. At present, no definite plans have 
been made, but the program has planned for putting money in Capital 
Reserve in preparation for this project. 


In August the Selectmen hired DEO Builders of Keene, NH to commence 
construction on the new highway garage. In December the Selectmen 
reported to the Board and the CIP Committee that DEO was no longer 
able to continue. As of year-end no definite arrangements for 
completion of the garage had been completed. 


A spreadsheet of Capital Improvements Program may be found else 
where in the Town Report. The Planning Board meets every second 
Monday of the month at 7:00 PM in the Town Offices on Route 10 in 
East Lempster. All are welcome to attend.

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1995 HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


1995 was a busy year as always for the Highway Department 
maintaining roads and equipment. Changes in department personnel 
were; during the months from January to November we were a three 
man crew, from November on we returned to a two man crew with part- 


time help. 


1995 brought in an unseasonably warm winter, creating many mud 
seasons. Winter road maintenance usage of salt and _ sand; 
approximately 3,000 yards of material to keep roads passable. 
Spring, summer and fall were dry for the most part but when it 
rained, it poured, causing erosion in several locations. The year 
ended quite differently, from November to December 31 there were 16 
storms requiring one kind of treatment or another. 


Work done at the town pit by the Highway Department with assistance 
from United Construction include; two new sections of sand and 
gravel opened and areas that have run out of usable material were 
sloped off. 3,000 yards of gravel crushed by United Construction 
and 4,000 yards of sand stock-piled by the Highway Department for 
winter road use. 


Amounts of material used on various projects; 100 tons of cold mix, 
3,500 yards crushed gravel and 1,500 yards of screened gravel from 
the town pit along with materials purchased from local suppliers. 


With the assistance of NH Bituminous, the Highway Department 
produced 450 yards of cold mix. The material was later used on 
several sections of Lempster Mountain Road. This material is less 
expensive than hot mix and makes a good base shim. 


The Schrenk Road bridge received a new timber deck and bridge 
rails. Materials used were from Cote & Reney Lumber Co., they 
exchanged pine logs (from land clearing at the town pit) for 
hemlock timbers. 


Needed improvements done on several different roads were; blasting 
and removal of ledge and rocks, ditching, culverts, gravel and tree 
removal. Many continuous road problems are from private driveways, 
private roads and logging accesses. 


Benway Hill Road, along with ditching and culvert work, a section 
of this roads pavement was reclaimed (grinding with gravel added) 
by Allstate Asphalt. Paving of this section is planned in 1996. 


Roadside mowers were rented from Ed Benware of Cornish, for the 
fifth year, keeping the brush back improving visibility. 


There is a great deal of debate over tree removal along town roads. 


A petition was brought forth by residents and presented to the 
Selectmen concerning this issue. A public hearing held during the 
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summer gave everyone a chance to voice their opinion. The pros and 
cons of removing trees from roadsides were discussed, at this time 
nothing has been decided. 


Department personnel have attended several safety and _ road 
maintenance programs throughout the year. These programs are 
sponsored by the town's insurer; NH Municipal Association, Workers 
Compensation Fund, and the University of NH. 


An article in the Town Warrant for a Highway Department garage was 
approved by the taxpayers at Town Meeting in March. Construction 
started in August. At this time, we are still using our present 
highway shed. 


I would like to thank all area businesses for their support and 
services provided to the Lempster Highway Department.

ROAD AGENT 
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1995 LEMPSTER FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The Fire Department has had a very busy and exciting year. We 
painted the inside of the Fire Station and completed several other 
maintenance projects that had not gotten done over the years. This 
made for a much brighter and cheerful surrounding to spend time in. 


Six firefighters were chosen, from Lempster, to represent the State 
of New Hampshire at the National Fire Academy in Emmitsburg, 
Maryland. These firefighters took courses in company leadership 
and directing fire company operations. The department also 
sponsored several members to become New Hampshire Certified 
Firefighters. 


The statewide enhanced 911 system came on line July 5, 1995. The 
change to this emergency number allows anyone in the state to dial 
a three digit number and get the correct emergency responder for 
the type incident you are reporting. The Fire Department taught a 
911 awareness class for all students at the Goshen-Lempster School. 
This course identified when to call 911 and what a true emergency 
is. The town mapping and numbering is moving, but at a snails 
pace. The preliminary maps have been done and streets have been 
named. All properties have been numbered, but the numbers have not 
been placed on the maps at this time. The State Mapping Division 
for the 911 has been overwhelmed with requests for their services. 
This is the reason for the delays in completing ours and others 
maps. I am hoping for completion before the fall of 1996. One 
item all people should be aware of is if you dial 911 there is 
about a 15-20 second delay before the phone starts to ring. We 
have had several “hang up calls" reported because people didn't 
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wait and hung up thinking they must have dialed wrong. The other 
important thing to be aware of is that 352-1100 is still an 
emergency number for fire, rescue and ambulance. This number goes 
directly to the dispatch in Keene. 


The Fire Department responded to 8 building fires, 11 motor vehicle 
accidents, 6 reports of wires down, 4 brush fires, 4 car fires, 3 
automatic fire alarms, 2 chimney fires and 2 requests’ for 
assistance in other towns non-fire related. 


Many hours are spent at the Fire Station doing in house training. 
Some of the training is related to learning our apparatus, pumps, 
tools, etc. Other items relate to standard operating procedures 
and localities we respond to. Several pre-fire plans have been 
developed during training sessions at our station. The other item 
that takes personnel's time is the upkeep of our trucks. We pride 
ourselves on having equipment that not only looks good, but is 
ready to be used whenever it is called upon. 


The current cost of outfitting a person to work as a firefighter is 
$1,300.00. We ask that this individual attend a certified 
firefighter class 120 hours long, at their own expense. Once they 
have had the needed training we ask them to lose money from their 
jobs responding to calls at any given time. We ask that they lose 
time from their families and friends. We ask that they leave 
Christmas presents, Thanksgiving dinner, holiday cheer to respond 
to calls for help from people they may not know or have never met. 
We ask that they respond to calls for help from people who haven't 
always been very kind to our needs. We do not ever not respond to 
any call any where. We do what we do out of a commitment to help 
our neighbors. Lempster Fire Department is a fine example of 
people helping people. Currently we have openings in the 
department for a few members willing to make these sacrifices. 


I have belonged to the Lempster Fire Department 25 years and have 
had the honor of being the Chief for 18 years. During that time I 
have seen many changes in the department. The one thing that has 
never changed is the member's commitment. I wish to thank all the 
fire officers for their support this year, all the members for 
their hard work and dedication, and the Selectmen for their trust 
in my judgements. 


I would like to thank the towns people for your continued support. 


The Fire Department's continued improvement relies on _ your 
generosity and gratitude.

In 1994 the State Police responded to 66 out of 206 calls or 32%. 
The Lempster Police Department responded to 140 of the 206 calls or 
68%.

PERSONNEL 


Since my last opportunity to address the community a number of 
personnel changes have occurred in the Police Department. On 
January 31, 1995 Officer Raymond Lagasse resigned his position. On 
February 6, 1995 Marie Brown was sworn in as Officer Lagasse's 
replacement. This early hiring of Mrs. Brown enabled her to attend 
the Part Time Officer's Training School in Keene, NH with me. Both 
Officer Brown and myself have successfully completed this 
certification class. Officer Brown has been a police dispatcher 
for the Newport Police Department for over seven years and this 
background gives her a good understanding of the profession. Next, 
Officer Timothy Crotts, Lempster's prosecutor, resigned to take a 
full time position on the sea coast. On September 6, 1995 Thomas 
Moore was sworn in as Lempster's third officer. Officer Moore is 
scheduled to begin his certification class in February 1996. 
Officer Moore has over ten years of experience in emergency service 
work for the Town of Lempster as a Firefighter and as an Emergency 
Medical Technician. He has also had experience serving as a 
Correctional officer in a maximum security prison. It is my belief 
that both Officer Brown and Officer Moore will be valuable assets 
to this department.

An agreement has been reached with Newport Police Chief David Hoyt 
to allow Lempster to use Newport's prosecutor Shady Blackwell. 
Officer Blackwell is well versed in the law and has earned great 
respect from myself as well as many defense attorneys. 


EQUIPMENT 


Thanks to your support, this department is in pretty good shape as 
far as equipment goes. Equipment purchases from here on in should 
be minimal. Any large purchases will be done through the Capital 
Improvements Program. 


BUDGET 


I am pleased to announce that this years budget request is 
$2,852.00 less than last years. The reason for this is that the 
equipment purchases for this year are minimal. The budget does 
include $500.00 for a Beach Monitor for Long Pond. Many people 
have complained about non-residents using the beach. If this 
budget is passed, my intentions are to hire a Beach Monitor from 
June 15th to August 18th. This person will be under the direction 
of the Lempster Police Department. The responsibilities of this 
position are still in the planning phase and I encourage anyone who 
is interested in this position to get in touch with me or leave 
your name and phone number at the Town Office, and I will get in 
touch with you to go over the details. 


I hope you have found this report interesting as well as 
informative. I have found this past year to be educational as well 
as enlightening, and I am looking forward to serving you another 
year.

Members have been routinely reviewing the progress of the Sports 
Park on Rt. 10 to make sure that the brook and wet areas are not 
being contaminated and that a swath of trees are left to protect 


them. 


The proposed junk yard on Mill Road was also questioned and members 
attended the public hearing and were gratified to have the permit 
denied. 


On April 29 we sponsored the Annual Roadside Clean-Up of Lempster. 
The usual amount of trash, automobile parts, bottles and drink cans 
were picked up. We believe that our roadsides would stay much 
cleaner if a State "Bottle Bill" were to be passed. 


This summer two local young people were sponsored by us for an all 
expense paid week at camp. Julie Haslam chose the Bear Hill 4-H 
Camp and Adam Howard chose the Barry Conservation Camp which is 
sponsored by the Fish and Game Department and the UNH Cooperative 
Extension. 


In August, thirteen Foreign Students and their counselors under the 
direction of Mr. and Mrs. Ted LeClair of Goshen, along with the 
Lempster Conservation members, worked at the Duck Pond Trail Site. 
They cutup downed trees, and cleared brush to open and widen the 
existing trails.

LIBRARY TRUSTEES 
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1995 OLD HOME DAY REPORT 


The 96th Old Home Day was held on August 12. Morning featured a 
tour of the remodeled old Congregational parsonage; a parade by the 
Country Clovers; and a fine historical exhibit in the Lempster 
Street Town Hall. One note, Lempster's Library was started in 1892 
with a town disbursement of $125.00 for a public library, and at 
the same time the total school budget was a little over $700.00! 
Jessica Stevens displayed her genealogy of Lempster inhabitants and 
their spouses from 1766 through 1900. At Noon about 120 people 
enjoyed a chicken barbecue served by the Forest Odd Fellows Lodge

Articles 1, 2, 3 and 4 of the Warrant covering the 
election of Moderator, Member of the School Board from Goshen and a member from 
Lempster, and Auditor will be acted upon at three o'clock P.M., and voting will be by 
official ballot and checklist. The polls will remain open for this purpose from three 
o'clock P.M. until at least seven-thirty o'clock P.M.

ON A MOTION BY PHILIP KEELER AND A SECOND BY DANIEL HUNTER THE POLLS 
WERE OPENED AT 3:00 P.M. FOR THE PURPOSE OF VOTING ON ARTICLES 1, 2, AND 3. 


The business meeting was recessed until 7:00 p.m. by Moderator John Williams. The 
meeting was called to order at 7:03 p.m. by the moderator. Board members Paul Barrett, 
Doris Adler, David Keeler and Donald Arsenault were present along with Superintendent 
Liz Durocher and Business Administrator Allen Damren. Board member Fred Smith was 
absent. 


ARTICLE 1. 
To choose a moderator for the ensuing year. 


John Williams was elected moderator for a one year term by 140 votes. 


ARTICLE 2. 
To choose a member of the school board from Goshen for the ensuing five years. 


Arthur Jillette was elected for the 5 year term with 68 votes. Other votes cast were as 
follows: Arne Nilsen-66; Barbara Richards-1; John Scranton-1; Nick Scalera-1. 


ARTICLE 3. 
To choose an auditor for the ensuing year. 


Donald Allen was elected auditor with 14 votes. Other votes cast were as follows: Fred 
Bard-8; Renda Elmore-4; Henry Frank-2; and Ken Roberts, Darlene Morse, Tim Jacob, 
Shura Keeler, Michael Shklar, Tina Kohanski, Henry Frank, John Hussey, Fred Smith, 
John Michaels, Debbie Stevens, Barbara Chadwick, Jim Moul, and Ann O'Clair - 1 each. 


ARTICLE 4. 
To hear reports of agents, auditors, committees, or offices chosen, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


MOTION MADE BY DON ARSENAULT AND SECONDED BY JOHN MICHAELS. ARTICLE 
PASSED UNANIMOUSLY. 


ARTICLE 5. 

To see if the district will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of TWO MILLION FOUR 
THOUSAND FOUR HUNDRED EIGHTY-SIX DOLLARS ($2,004,486 ) as recommended 
by the school board, for the support of schools, for the payment of salaries of school 
district officials and agents, and for the payment of statutory obligations of the district, 
and to authorize the application against said appropriation of available income 
estimated at THREE HUNDRED TWENTY THOUSAND ONE HUNDRED AND SIXTY SIX 
DOLLARS ($325,166). (The School Board recommends this appropriation.) 


MOTION MADE BY DON ARSENAULT AND SECONDED BY FLORENCE MICHAELS. 
SCHOOL BOARD MEMBER DON ARSENAULT MOVED TO AMEND THE ARTICLE TO BE 
INCREASED BY THIRTEEN THOUSAND FOUR HUNDRED THIRTY-SEVENTY DOLLARS 
($13,437) FOR A TOTAL OF TWO MILLION SEVENTEEN THOUSAND NINE HUNDRED 
TWENTY-THREE DOLLARS. This addition consisted of a water treatment system costing 
approximately $9,000 that would care for the water problem at the school plus over 
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$4,000 to pay for the school's share of a speech pathologist required at the school. Allen 
Damren explained the water problem noting that it was not a critical one since the state 
was not requiring that it be completely remedied until 1996. THE MOTION TO AMEND 
WAS DEFEATED WITH A VOICE VOTE AND A STANDING VOTE. 


There was considerable discussion regarding the burden of special education which 
made up over one fifth of the budget. Superintendent Liz Durocher recommended that 
citizens contact their federal and state representatives since the special education bill 
#94-142 is up for review this year. Doris Adler noted that the special education part of 
the budget pays for 42 students’ education including out of district placements. 


THE MOTION WAS PASSED BY A VOICE VOTE. 


ARTICLE 6. 

To see if the school district will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of seventy-seven 
thousand nine hundred dollars ($77,900) as a deficit appropriation to the 1994-95 
budget to cover increases in the cost of special education and tuition costs and instruct 
the Clerk to issue a certificate therefor to the selectmen of the Towns of Goshen and 
Lempster. 


THE MOTION WAS MADE BY DORIS ADLER, SECONDED BY PAUL BARRETT, AND 
PASSED BY A VOICE VOTE. 


ARTICLE 7. 

To see is the school district will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of FIVE 
THOUSAND EIGHT HUNDRED DOLLARS ($5,800) to replace the fire box in the original 
boiler system and to replace the warm air furnace and further to authorize the 

_ withdrawal of FIVE THOUSAND EIGHT HUNDRED DOLLARS ($5,800) from the Capital 
Reserve Fund created for the purpose of building repairs. 


THE MOTION WAS MADE BY DON ARSENAULT, SECONDED BY HARRY STOVER, AND 
PASSED BY A UNANIMOUS VOICE VOTE. 


ARTICLE 8. 

To see if the school district will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of THREE 
THOUSAND SEVEN HUNDRED FIFTY DOLLARS ($3,750) to fund the purchase of three 
new computers and printers for use in classroom instruction for students in the school 
district. 


THE MOTION WAS MADE BY DON ARSENAULT, SECONDED BY HARRY STOVER, AND 
PASSED BY A UNANIMOUS VOICE VOTE. 


ARTICLE 9Q. 

To see if the district wili authorize the school board to apply for, accept and expend, 
without further action of the School District meeting, money from any source that 
becomes available during the year, as outlined in RSA 198:20-b, provided that (1) such 
money is used for legal purposes for which a school district may appropriate money, (2) 
the school board holds a public hearing on the expenditure of such money before it is 
expended, and (3) the expenditure of such money does not require the expenditure of 
other school district funds. 


MOTION MADE BY DON ARSENAULT AND SECONDED BY JOHN MICHAELS. THE 
ARTICLE PASSED UNANIMOUSLY. 


ARTICLE 10. 


To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting. Given under 
our hands this 10th day of February, 1995. 
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Rudy Adler mentioned that the Capital Reserve fund still has a little less than $2,000 in 
it. He suggested that the school district put any surplus funds at the end of school 
years into this reserve fund for emergency needs. 


Michael Shklar announced on behalf of Carol Stamatakis that there is a scholarship 
being offered this summer for 4-H Conservation. Any Lempster students may contact 
the Conservation Committee for information. 


Norton Best moved that a committee be formed consisting of about 3 citizens from each 
town to spearhead a move regarding special education. The moderator said for people 
interested to see Mr. Best after the meeting . Approximately 6 people raised their hands 
expressing interest. Norton agreed to come to the March 7 meeting to work out details 
with the school board. 


John Scranton asked what the cost to the district would be if Newport withdraws from 
the SAU. Doris Adler said Sunapee has voted to withdraw. If this move is approved by 
the state, it is believed the Goshen/Lempster District would be invited to join either 


Sunapee or Newport. The school board estimates that the costs within the new SAU 
would be comparable to current costs. 


Paul Barrett thanked Tim Jacob for serving on the budget advisory committee and 
expressed his wish that Mr. Jacob would continue to do so. 


ON A MOTION BY JERRI BRUNO AND A SECOND BY MICHAEL SHKLAR THE MEETING 
WAS ADJOURNED AT 8:25 PM.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Citizens of the Towns of Goshen and Lempster: 


This has been a very busy year at the Goshen Lempster Cooperative School. At the March1995 
District School meeting the community supported Mr. Bonfiglio spending more time as district 
principal. This has helped the daily operations of the school. 


A District Wide Committee, consisting of school and comunity members, was formed in the fall 
to develop a vision and mission to guide program development. At present the team is working 
on curriculum goals, objectives and learning outcomes as part of a required School 
Improvement Plan that will be submitted to the State Department of Education in May. Along 
with the School Improvement Plan, a Technology Committee has been formed to develop a 
multiple year technology plan for the district. As technology is, and will be, an integral part of 
everyday life we need to make sure that our children are trained in technology applications. 


An issue that the district needs to continue to work towards is coming into full compliance 
with the Minimum Standards for Public School Approval. Art, Music and Physical Education 
were added to the curriculum this year. Next year guidance services must be added. We are also 
in need of a certified library generalist and reading specialist. We have been submitting 
alternative compliance plans to the state for the last three years. The state is now requiring 
your district to come into full compliance. 


The board of education has worked diligently to provide support for programs and technology 
development, yet, holding the administration accounitable for dollars spent. The Board, along 
with the Budget Advisory Committee, has spent many evenings developing the budget that will 
be presented at your annual meeting. This budget provides for a good solid academic program 
for your students and is cost effective. 


Since this is my last report as your Superintendent of-Schools, I'd like to take this opportunity 
to thank all of you for your support and encouragement during the last three years. I shall miss 
working with John, teachers, community members and the school board.
